There is again a hurried exodus. It 
is now estimated that from 60,000 to 
350,000 people are flocking throygh 
the roads into the open country with- 
out food or shelter. 

At 8 o'clock last evening a rain 
of lyddite and.naphtha shells fell over 
the southeastern half of the city and 
at midnight the whole town seemed to 
be burning. All the roads leading out 
of the city are packed with vehicles 
and people hastening from danger. 

At 3 o'clock this morning all the 
back portion of the city was a mass 
of flames. The cannonade was in- 
cessant until 6 o’clock when there

OTTERDAM, Oct. 9.—The fire in 
Antwerp is stated to have reached 
tremendous proportions. Des- 
perate fighting Is proceeding. It is 
confidentially reported to me by a 
gentleman who watched the hom- 
bardment of Antwerp froma distance 
that at half-past 4 o’clock on Thurs- 
day afternoon he saw the guns of the 
forts concentrate their fire on one 
particular spot in the air. A number 
of shells burst together and almost at 
the same moment he saw a large, 
cigar-shaped body fall to the earth. 
He has seen several Zeppelins in peace 
time and is confident that the falling 
object was a Zeppelin. Bystanders, 
he says, were similarly confident. 
Last night was a terrible one for 
the people of Antwerp, for shells were 
literally rained on the town and many 
civilians were killed and wounded be- 
fore they could take shelter in cellars.

A portion of the 
city is reported to have been de- 
stroyed. The forty-two centimeter 
ung made short work of the great 
Brialmont forts and lesser ones are 
now in destroying the city, 
which under the provisions of The 
Hague convention was given due 
notice before the bombardment be- 
gan. 

The extent of the damage done in 
the city is not known, for the only ac- 
counts available concerning the bom- 
bardment are from persons who 
watched it from a distance. That the 
fighting is desperate there can be no 
doubt, for the Belgian army, driven 
from the first line of forts, took up 
good positions behind the second line, 
prepared to offer desperate opposition 
to the advance of the besiegers. 

The defenders, however, even in 
their well-protected intrenchments, 
are said to be unable to avoid the 
shell fire, which is described as ter- 
rific and which is said to fall always 
in the right spot.

The Belgian protest recalled to om - 
cialis here the reported efforts of 
United States Minister Whitlock at 
Brussels to arrange for the delivery 
to the population of that city of a 
large amount of supplies now held in 
England. The Britishgovernment was 
said to have refused permiasion to 
export the supplies unless guarantees 
that they would not be used by Ger- 
man soldiers were forthcoming. This 
it has been impossible to arrange, 
since the Germans control the terri- 
tory into which the supplies must go. 

Under The Hague conventions the 
maintenance of the civillan population 
of a captured territory is a duty rest- 
ing upon the captors. It was said 
here tonight that if conditions in Brus- 
sels were as stated in the Belgian pro- 
test it was evidence that Germany 
lacked supplies there for more than 
her own army, and that this rendered 
the relief of the Belgians a more dif- 
ficult problem, as foodstuffs would be 
liable to seizure for the fighting men. 

The report that supplies for cap- 
tured Belgian towns Were being held 
in England came in recent dispatches 
from London.

Schang went out on strikes and Bend- 
er gent a long fly to Whitted in cen- 
ter field. 

The sixth inning opened auspicious- 
ly for Bender, but before it was over 
he was in the dressing-room, driven 
from the pitcher's slab for the first 
time in his world’s series career. 
Moran filed to Barry, who made the 
greatest fielding play of the game in 
scoring the out. He ran at top speed 
almost to the left-field stand and by 
extending himself caught the ball in 
his bare hand. It was a great catch 
and was loudly cheered by friend and 
foe. Evers singled to center field, 
the ball almost striking Bender as it 
shot past him. Connolly received a 
base on balls, and both Evers and he 
came home on Whitted’s great three- 
base drive to the right-field wall. The 
Indian seemed to weaken as he pitched 
ather unsteadily to Schmidt, who final- 
ly pushed a single into left field, scoring 
Whitted. Wyckoff, who had been 
warming up for two innings, was then 
called into the game and the big In- 
dian slowly walked off the field. The 
young pitcher gave Gowdy a base on 
balls. Maranville hit sharply to 
Wyckoff, who threw to Baker to head 


second base, but was forced at the 
middle bag when Baker threw 
Moran’s grounder to Barry. Evers 
struck out as Moran stole second. 
Connolly grounded. to McInnis, who 
tossed him out to Wyckoff, the pitcher 
covering first base. 

The crowd stood up and stretched 
as Baker came to bat in the seventh 
inning. Evers fumbled Baker's 
grounder and the runner was safe. 
He moved up on Melnnis's walk and 
both runners advanced when Schmidt 
gathered in Strunk’s grounder and 
touched first. Barry struck out and 
Lapp ended the inning, Rudolph to 
Schmidt. 

The Athletic rooters began to realize 
that all hope of winning the game 
was about gone and there was a gen- 
eral movement to the exit gates. 
Whitted opened the Braves’ eighth in- 
ning by giving Baker a high fly.

Committee to Plan County- 
City Consolidation, 


Result of Conference with the 
Supervisors, 


Charge of Bad Faith Livens 
Squally Meeting. 


evolve a working plan to meet the re- 
quirements of the county charter and 
the desires of men and women inter- 
ested in consolidating city and county 
charities was appointed yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The committee was named 
as the result of a joint meeting yes- 
terday of the Board of Supervisors, 


Chamber of Commerce, Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association, Real- 
ty Board and various civic and chari- 
table organizations to discuss plans 
for the consolidation. 

The meeting was squally from be- 
ginning to end, and verbal clashes 
were frequent. Charges of bad faith 
passed between Supervisor Norton 
and Dr. John R. Haynes, reformer, 
enlivened the proceedings. Nearly 
everyone present favored consolida- 
tion, but how to bring it about legally 
and was the stumbling 
block, | 


Two main questions were discussed. 
One was the recommendation of the 
grand jury for placing county chari- 
ties, the county hospitals and the 
county farm in charge of a superin- 
tendent of charities, and the other 


the report of the special committee 
of five appointed by the Supervisors 


some time ago which formulated a 
plan for consolidating all of the city 
and county charities under a public 
welfare commission. The grand jury's 
recommendation is in line with the 
provisions of the county charter, and 
the discussion hinged largely on the 
question whether the consolid@gion 
could be carried out in case this plan 
was adopted. 
SEVEN OR ONE? 

The Committee of five suggested in 
its report that the welfare commis- 
sion be composed of seven men to di- 
rect the charity work of the city and 


posed by the grand jury. 

The grand jury report stated that 
the county expends about $500,000 a 
year in maintaining its charitable in- 
stitutions, and that the charter is not 
being complied with. 

In opening the meeting, Chairman 
Pridham of the Board of Supervisors 
stated that he sincerely favored con- 
solidation, but did not think it could 
be brought about if the instructions 
of the grand jury were followed. He 
said that in his opinion consolidation 
would result in a great financial sav- 
ing to both the city and county. 

Dr. Milbank Johnson, chairman of 
the Municipal Charities Commission, 
declared his approval of the grand 
jury scheme, but said it did not go 
far enough. Dr. Haynes said he fa- 
vored the of an ordinance 
providing for consolidation. “Pass 
the ordinance and modify it after- 
wards,” said he. Dr. Haynes sug- 
gested this peculiar official procedure 
in order to get around certain legal 
and other objections. 

“T am surprised, to say the least,” 
said Supervisor Norton, “to think that 


one who advocates such a method is 
guilty of bad faith, and as long as I 
am a member of this board——” 

Dr. Haynes here interrupted Mr. 
Norton. 

“You are laboring under a delusion, 
Mr. Norton,” quoth the reformer. “I 
didn’t mean anything wrong when I 
suggested that the board modify the 
ordinance after it had been passed. 
I wouldn't think of such a thing.” 

NORTON OBJECTS. 

Mr. Norton did not answer Dr. 
Haynes, but turned to Councilman 
Wheeler and charged that “the game 
ia to jam this ordinance down our 
throats, and I, for one, won't stand for 
it coming in that way.” 

“What's that?“ inquired Mr. Wheel. 
er. Before the erupting Earl repre- 
sentative could reply, Chairman Prid- 
ham quietly informed Mr. Norton that 
such was not the case. He explained 
that the City Council members and 
other representative persons had been 
invited to confer with the board to 
discuss means to bring about con- 
solidation and not for the purpose of 
compelling the Supervisors to take any 
action disagreeable to them. 

Mr. Norton hemmed, hung his head 
and finally retracted all that he had 
said. He was caim during the re- 
mainder of the conference.

With the above a stirring climax, 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler, president cf 
the University of California, delivered 
an address last night at the Polytech- 
nic High School auditorium on “The 
Main Factors in the Outbreak of the 
War.” The lecture was under the 
auspices of the City Club of Los An- 
geles and was attended by an im- 


mense crowd. 
Dr. Wheeler reviewed European 


‘history for the past decade, to show 


that thé present war was inevitable, 
though, he said, entirely without rea- 
gon. He said a condition of unrest 
existed among all of the nations that 
now are at war for years before the 
final outbreak, and that the killing 
of Archduke Ferdinand by a Servian 
was an excuse for declaring hostil- 
ities. 

Dr. Wheeler was optimistic as to 
the future of Europe, but said that to 
bring about peace and contentment 
will mean the greatest war in the 
world’s history, which is to be de- 
plored by all Christian and law-loving 
citizens. 

Dr. Wheeler arrived here from 
Berkeley at noon yesterday and t- 
tended a luncheon given by the Mich- 
igan alumni at the University Club.

AGITATORS TURN 
MEETING TO RIOT. 
RABID TACTICS DRIVE WOMEN 


IN TERROR FROM HALL 
AT GLENDALE, 


Socialists and anarchists came near 
starting a riot in the High School 
auditorium at Glendale. last night 
when the eight-hour law amendment, 
which is to be voted on at the gen- 
eral election in November, was up for 
discussion. So boisterous were some of 
the ringleaders that many of the 
women in the audience made hurried 
exits and others feared for their 
safety. 

The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of hearing sane arguments for 
and against the proposed measure and 
everything was lovely until J. C. Bel- 
don, a contracting plumber of Glen- 
dale, started his argument against the 
proposed law. Those in sympathy 
with his side of the question had lis- 
tened attentively to T. B. Williams, 
State secretary of the Socialist party, 
who argued in the affirmative, but 
the proponents’ attitude immediately 
became hostile when Mr. Beldon took 
the platform. 

There were cat calls, hisses and 
oaths. The rabid proponents became 
personal in their remarks and at one 
time both speakers and the chair- 
man, N. J. Wright, a former pastor 
of the Christian Church and now a 
Socialist, were rushing frantically 
about on the platform shaking their 
fists at each other. 

F. H. Goldstein of San Francisco, 
reputed rabid Socialist and identified 
for years with trouble-making labor 
unions in the northern city, figured 
in the riotous demonstration. 

When the meeting was adjourned, 
many of the men and women who had 
been subjected to the disgraceful ex- 
hibition of Socialistic methods and 
who had previously felt more or less 
inclined to vote for the eight-hour 
law expressed themselves as thvurough- 
ly disgusted with its advocates and 
swore they would never give it their 
support.

The thorough study of potato diseases 


from Maine to this Coast. In company 
with American scientists he has made 
an extensive survey of the potato dis- 
eases of this country. 

At Chicago Dr. Westerdyke joined 
the party. This famous woman scien- 
tist is making a world tour for her 
native country of Holland and has 
made a special study of the diseases 
and enemies of the cocoanut in the 
East Indies. She is in charge of an in- 
ternational laboratory at Amsterdam 
whose special work is to keep on hand 
at all times cultures of various serums 
and fungi received from all parts of 


the civilized world, to compare them 


and to distribute them again wher- 
ever they may be needed. 

In Whittier these visitors were the 
es of Prof. H. D. Young, Prof. C. 

. Smith and Prof. H. 8. Fawcett of 
the State Pathological Laboratory. 
East Whittier citrus groves and 
packing-houses were visited, and ob- 
servations were also made on the har- 
vesting and packing of wainuts.

And Why Not? 

S THE month of September was clos- 

ing, leading representatives of the 
Imperial Valley cotton industry met at the 
Chamber of Commerce building in Los An- 
geles to discuss three subjects. The first 
matter that engaged their attention was 
the finding of a market for the present cot- 
ton crop of 30,000,000 pounds and valued at 
$4,500,000. The occasion of a conference 
on this subje@t was the difficulty of moving 
the crop because of the existing war in 
Europe. That this part of the purpose of 
the meeting will be successfully carried out 
there is no room to doubt. But the gath- 
ering naturally called attention to the fact 
that we ought to have mills on the spot to 
work up his valuable crop. It is a new 
industry in California, but one that is 
growing so rapidly that its future looms up 
in very large outlines. The growers state 
that there will be no trouble at all in pro 
ducing 100,000 bales, or 50,000.000 pounds 
of cotton. The soil and the climate in the 
Imperial Valley give possibilities of cotton- 
growing possessed in no similar contracted 
section in the world. All grades and types 
of cotton do well there, including the finest 
Egyptian variety. Of course to prevent 
the hybridizing of the plants the various 
grades or varieties must be kept separate. 
Here is the basis in raw materia) for a 
very important industry. If the difficulty of 
marketing the present crop results in call- 
ing attention to the possibilities here of 
establishing a cotton spinning and weaving 
industry it will be of almost incalculable 
benefit to the Great Southwest. Of course 
the place for this factory will be some 
where between Los Angeles and the har- 
bor. The haul of the raw material is not 
very long or expensive. The fuel for the 
running of the factory is here in abundance 
and cheap, and the markets of the west

they are most fitting, and should be en- 
graved in letters of gold on tablets of silver 
and placed where the colonel would see and 
notice them at every turn of his life. Since 
the close of the scriptures there never was 


to lack personal acquaintance with him. He 
cannot tell whether he is young or old. His 
handwriting indicates a man not only of 
intelligence but of firmness of character. It 
is a somewhat youthful chirography that 
presents itself to The Eagle's eye. The Eagle 
also knows that the average human being 
has a very loose way of talking, and there- 
fore under all reserve and subject to correc- 
tion he takes the liberty of doubting that 
speaking in strict accuracy any one ever 
heard Abraham Lincoln referred to as “the 
most boastful, most proud in his own con- 
ceit, and most cruelly vindictive of all our 
public men.“ 

The reason The Eagle indulges himself in 
the liberty of this doubt is that he was not 
born yesterday, nor yet the day before, nor 
eke last week nor last year. He ranks mid- 
way between the Psalmist’s three score years 
and ten and the four score years when our 
“strength is but weakness and sorrow.” He 
lived through the time between the election 
of Abraham Lincoln and his assassination 
at the hands of the crazy thespian, Wilkes 
Booth. During the years of the great Civil 
War many awfully cruel things were said of 
the martyred President, but no enemy of 
his ever dared to brand himself in the eyes 
of the world as a deliberate fool, ignoramus 
or follower of Ananias by referring to him 
in the terms that so aptly fit the great 
colonel. 

The critic’s criticism reminds The Eagle 
of a story about John Wesley, the great 
Anglican preacher, who made sinner's 
tremble for their misdeeds and “flee as a 
bird to the mountain” from “the wrath to 
come” as depicted by the founder of Meth- 
odism. He was describing a sinner of very 
mean characteristics when a big burly fel- 
low from the audience got up and shouted, 
“That’s a lie!” And Wesley, drawing his 
eyebrows down over his eyes so as to see 
better, peered into the corner of the temple, 
whence the voice in tones of the bull of 
Bashan came, and in apt reference to the 
book of Job quietly remarked, “Have I 
drawn out Leviathan with a hook?’ 

Of course The Eagle never questioned the 


greatness of Col. Roosevelt. He would not 


think of doing it any more than he would 
question the greatness of Prester John, the 
t mogul, the Begum of Bhopal, Ghengis 
Attila the Hun, Napoleon Bonaparte, 
or other bully, including John L. Sulli- 
van or any swashbuckler that ever swag- 
gered before the eyes of men. Why, The 
Eagle acknowledges the greatness of the 
devil himself! in this far he is in accord 
with all the admirers, adulators and wor- 
shipers of Teddy. But there agreement 
ends, 

It is a strange thing that no non-admirer 
of Mr. Roosevelt can ever make an unfavor- 
able reference to the great man without 
drawing out a whole school of leviathans in 
earnest, mostly in angry remonstrance 
against questioning his goodness where his 
greatness is acknowledged. 

Abraham Lincoln was indeed a gem of 
purest ray serene, who would have been cov- 
ered forever in the deep ocean of oblivion 
had it not been for the terrible war that 
called him forth and afforded an opportunity 
for him to show his many qualities of great- 
ness as well as of goodness. He was indeed 
a flower, the sweetest in all humanity since 
the Master trod the earth, and blushed un- 
seen as far as his own initiative went and 
wasted his sweetness on the desert air of 
vituperation and hatred on the part of the 
very bunch that The Eagle loathes with all 
his soul that coupled his name with that of 
the swashbuckler who over his own name 
boasts with unblushing shamelessness of 
having shot down a poor Spanish soldier in 
the war in Cuba. Many men before Col. 
Roosevelt have shot an enemy in open war- 


fare, legalized murder, but he is the first one

HARD TIMES IN CHILE—HOW THE POOR

From Our Own Correspondent. 
ANTIAGO (Chile.)—Chile is having 
hard times and the European war adds 
to its woes. The people have been liv- 

ing beyond their means. Many of them are 

loaded with debt, and the foreign obliga- 
tions of the nation now amount to more 
than $200 for every family in the republic. 

The internal debt is over $36,000,000, and 

the Chilean dollar is 50 per cent. below par. 

Business is not good, and at the same time 


for from $5 to $7 per month, and if it is in a 
good location and of a little better construc- 
tion it may bring $15 or $20. Many such 
buildings are owned by the church, and 
others by rich Chilenos, who get most of 
their incomes from their rents. The capi- 
talists like these small houses because the 
rent is always paid in advance, and the in- 
terest on the investment is high. The 
church is one of the great real estate own- 
ers of Santiago. It has all kinds of prop- 
erty from tenements to palaces and from 
individual stores to great business blocks. 
A large part of the property on the Plaza 
de Armas, in the very heart of Santiago, 
belongs to it, and it owns buildings of all 
kinds scattered here and there through the 
city. 3 

The prices of labor in Chile are rising, 
but they are still far below those of the 
United States. The average salary of a 


the cost of living has jumped out of sight. Iclerk in a store is equal to from $30 to $90 


Beef, which has always been cheap, has 
risen until some cuts now sell for 30 cents 
and more a pound, and bread, milk, vege- 
tables and fruits are higher than they have 
ever been in the past. House rents are ris- 
ing. Here in Santiago ordinary dwellings 
are bringing from 830 to $200 a month, and 
nearly everyone is unouncing the greed of 
his landlord. 

Th most of the common people live in 
what we would call two-family houses. The 
buildings are low on account of the earth- 
quakes, and many of them have only two 
floors. The first-story apartments bring the 
most money, as from such apartments one 
can get out the quicker. There are no big 
flat buildings here. The highest houses 
have only four or five stories, and skyscrap- 
ers are yet to be built. 


The Tenements. 


The very poor live in what are called 
cites. These are little tenements of one 
story, built in blocks. Each tenement has 
two rooms, one at the front and the other at 
the back. The only window is at the front. 
There are no heating nor bathing érrange- 
ments, and the water has to be carried in 
from outside. Such an apartment will rent 


of our money. Book-keepers get about $60 
a month, stenographers $40 or $50, and if 
they are foreigners they may receive as 
high as $100. In this case they must be 
able to speak and write Spanish, and also 
be expert with the typewriter and in read- 
ing their notes. 

In this connection, I would say that there 
is no chance here for young Americans with- 
out money who have no special experience 
or skill of one kind or another. If they are 
mechanical or mining engineers, or experts 
in farming or fruit raising, there may be 
some openings: but for pure brains and 
pure muscle the country has an ample sup- 
ply of its own, and that at wages which 
would not be tempting to the American. 


Women Working. 


As it is now, the native labor supply of 
Chile is being largely increased by the em- 
ployment of women. They are making 
their way into the government offices. They 
clerk in the postoffices, they act as cashiers 
in the mercantile establishments, and they 
sell goods in the large department stores 
that have recently been established in San- 
tiago. in the latter places female clerks 


commission on their sales, which in some 


teases runs the salary to as high as $100 per 


month. The chief objection to such posi- 
tions is that the holder loses caste among 
her friends by taking them. Women have 
been so secluded in Chile that the people 
have not yet become accustomed to their 
fighting the battle of life for themselves. 
Nice girls never go out alone in the even- 
ings, and even in the daytime those of the 
better classes are seldom seen on the street 
without some older woman is with them. 
When a young girl goes to school she is usu- 
ally accompanied by a servant or by her 
father or mother, and someone is sent to 
bring her back home. The positions of sec- 
retary and cashier rank higher than those 
of the clerks, but most classes of the people 
look askance at the girl who works for a 
living.

The Inquilinos pay no rent for such 


cattle. In return they have to provide labor 
for the proprietor whenever it is required, 
and that at wages that are often half the 
current rates of the neighborhood. The 
haciendado has the right to discharge the 
Inquilino, and the Inquilino has the right 
to leave when he pleases. As a rule, the 
haciendados try to hold their men, and the 
men, if at all well treated, are not likely to 
move. On some of the farms there is a gen- 
eral store run by the landlord for his serv- 
ants, and there the Inquilino makes the 
most of his purchases. He is supposed to 
give one man’s work in exchange for his 
rent, and this means that he gets his house 
and garden for from $2 to $5 per week. I 
am told that the Inquilinos love their mas- 
ters, and I know that the masters are fond 
of the men who work for them. The mas- 
ter occupies somewhat the position of a 
feudal lord, and the men treat him with a 
great deal of respect. 

Army Service Civilizing. 


“The service in the army, which is now 
universal, is having civilizing influence upon 
the lower classes. Every young man, when 
he arrives at the age of 20, is supposed to 
spend one year in the military establish- 
ment, during which time he is. whipped into 
shape, taught to obey and made into a sol- 
dier. The military system is that of Ger- 
many, and education is combined with the 
training. There are German professors in 
all the military academies, and the cadets 
who aid in handling the troops are usually 
well educated. The Inquilino is broadened 
by the service, and it tends to make him 
leave the farm for the city and to engage in 
labor there. 

Another influence toward civilizing and 
elevating the Inquilino is the labor organi- 
zations. They are slowly making their way 
into the various countries of South America. 
The railway employees are organized, and 


politics, and it has now two representatives 
in the Chilean Congress. The departments 
of police and of the state railways are un- 
der the civil service, and positions there are 
in great demand among the common peo- 
ple, especially as the wages are high. 

The Chilean policeman receives about $30 
a month and one meal a day. He is under 
military training and patrols the streets 
with his knapsack on his back. In time of 
war he will probably go into the army. It 
seems strange to see a policeman marching 
up and down the street in the heat of the 
afternoon with a great knapsack on his 
back. 


Speaking of the police, they have the cus- 
tom here, common in all South American 
cities, of whistling every half hour or so 
throughout the night. They have shrill 
whistles, which they blow loud and long, 
waking the light sleeper and warning the 
burglar or thief as to just where they are. 

Much of the mercantile business of Chile 
is done by foreigners. The full-blooded 
Spaniard looks down upon trade, and he is 
content to have the half-breed and the man 
from outside do his merchandising for him. 
The big business is mainly in the hands of 
foreigners, and some of the largest fortunes 
of the country are held by families with 
European names.

It is the result of the high- 
est thought of both sexes acting in har- 
mony for the good of all, and back of that 
the Supreme Will which has always forced, 
and will always force, mankind onward, on- 
ward to greater action, greater triumphs. 

“I don’t want to be too assertive on this 
point. Let us go back a little into the his- 
tory of our own wonderful republic. Does 
not the story of brave men fighting and 
dying for pure and noble ideals show this? 
Is there not something supreme, transcend- 
ing the divided efforts of men and women, 
back of the progress of man as we note it 
in the pages of history? And haven’t men 
always responded in the largest possible 
measure, according to their lights, to this 
thing?

Because these coteries of women can 
be much more easily handled by the design- 
ing politician than can women who ally 
themselves openly with a political party 
and work for its principles. For instance, 
there is in Los Angeles a clique of “Progres- 
alive” women who are being dominated by 
the Socialists; a band of influential Demo- 
cratic women who are being dominated by 
certain very clever women of the “Progres- 
sive” party. The Republican women are 
practically divided into two factions. Look 
at the voting strength dissipated by this 
sort of thing! Is it not exactly what ma- 
shine politicians want? Is it not exactly 
the kind of thing to create endless confu- 
sion and neutralize the power of the women 
voters?” 

“It is,” I answered, 
“Why is it? Well, I have come to t 
conclusion that it must be because women 
in political life lack esprit de corps, discrim- 
ination, fairness and tolerance,and last and 
chiefly because they are trying to work out 
certain political ideals alone. This can 
never be. The sooner women realize that 
in social, religious and political life—all 
life, in fact—they must work with men, sup- 
plementing the work of men, and not by 
themselves, the sooner will they touch sol- 

idarity, which is power.” . 

It was a long speech for The Gentle- 
woman, and her keen blue eyes were glow- 
ing with such earnestness and enthusiasm 
that it was easy to see that she had more to 
say, and I urged her to say it.

cultivate discrimination, and we must fol- 
low the wisest leaders, whether they be 
men or women; and above all, if we are to 
be a power, we must resist the growth of 
cliques and intriguing coteries in our ranks. 
For these are fostered by politicians who 
can never hope to sway women as a unit, 
but who may use the cliques now forming 
in clubs and other women’s organizations 
as a leverage to swing elections their way.” 

I felt rather crestfallen at The Gentle- 
woman’s arraignment of our women voters. 
But I had to admit the truth of what she 
said. “The female body politic is already 
showing symptoms of canker sores of the 
severest sort.

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TODAY IN MOSSUL. 

S A BOY—when I read of Jonah and 

the whale—I never dreamed that one 

day I was to stand at Jonah's tomb, 
and see Arabs worship him as a saint! 

The famous old prophet who rode in the 

fish is buried at Mossul, in far-off Mesopo- 
tamia. Mossul itself, from which our word 
“muslin” came, stands on the foaming 
Tigris opposite old Nineveh. And here is 
a sketch of what life is like today in the 
town where Jonah rests. 
It is a dirty, crowded town, is Mossul, 
with 50,000 people jammed inside its medie- 
val walls. Its narrow, warped streets are 
no more than crooked alleys that wander 
aimlessly through the town—dusty in sum- 
mer and seas of mud in winter. So narrow 
are these passages that two loaded don- 
keys, if they chance to meet, cannot pass 


till one donkey has been backed into a door- 


way. 

Mossul's houses are Moorish style—two 
stories, few windows, and open court inside 
and flat roofs with parapets—so that the 


family may sleep on the roof in summer. 


The main door to each house is a huge 
affair, studded with great bolts and barred 
at night like the gate to a fortress—sug- 
gesting the old days of Mongol invasions. 

To accommodate its important caravan 
trade, Mossul has built up many caravan- 
serais, or “resthouses.” With Naomi, my 
Bagdad boy, | spent my first night at Mos- 
sul in one of these singular khans, as the 
natives call them. The khan is a sort of 
compound or stockade of mud walls, with- 
out a roof. Around the inside of the walls 
runs a row of little cells, to which travelers 
are assigned. 

In the middle of the inclosure is a great 
platform, on which are piled the bales of 
freight taken from the pack animals, and 
around the edge of this platform: runs a 
mud manger, from which the beasts are fed. 

These historic caravanserais form one of 
the most picturesque features of Middle 
Eastern life. No traveler, from Marco Polo 
down to date, has crossed Mesopotamia 
without recording his impression of the un- 
speakably filthy and noisy “khans.” 

Come spend a night with me in the khan 
at Mossul, and see for yourself what the 
caravan night life is like. 

It was dusk when my little pack train, 
weary from the long three-day march from 
Bagdad, got into Mossul. Naomi fought his 
way through the thick crowd of tired ani- 
mals, pilfering dogs and blaspheming mule- 
teers, and found a small recess in the row 
of cells which was but partially occupied 
by a Kurdish family, overflowing from the 
cell next door. We ejected these folk with 
that vigor which marks the unfeeling white 
man’s passage through the East, and took 
possession ourselves. 

I sat cross-legged at the entrance, and 
watched the surging crowd in the open 
square outside, as Naomi prepared dinner. 
There were camels laden with big square 
bales stamped with shipping marks that 
hinted at Marseilles or Manchester; there 
were mules with curtained cages on their 
backs from which peeped the timid, nose- 
ringed women of the pilgrims; in and out 
among the larger animals squeezed the 
tiny pack donkeys, bearing on their backs 
the rolled-up “yourghans” or quilted cover- 
ings, unspeakably filthy, in which the pil- 
grims wrapped themselves at night; evil- 
faced muleteers cursed each other and 
struck offending donkeys viciously with 
their mule sticks—a short club with a 
round knob of hardened hitumen on the 
end of it. Dogs snarled, bit and scuffied 
under foot. Every living thing seemed bent 
on securing and retaining for itself the 
warmest corner in the khan—that is, all but 
the camels. They, patient, stoical brutes, 
looked on sad-eyed and indifferent, at the 
unseemly strife of men, mules and dogs 
about them. The dirt, the crush, and the 
din were dreadful. Children, stowed away 
in the mahafi, or cages on the mules, began 
to cry to get out; poor little wretches! 
some of them had been cramped in these 
low, jolting boxes for hours. I was glad 
when Naomi hung a blanket across the 
front of my mean abode, and shut out the 
miserable view. But tired and sore as I 
was from the long ride, sleep eluded me; 
there were more fleas to the square inch in 
that Kurdish camp than | dreamed could 
be found in all Arabia And all night the 


— 


uproar outside kept up. Donkeys fought, 
dogs barked, babies cried, tired Kurds 
scolded, swore and then sat up to smoke 
and sing. Finally I, too, got up, lit a ciga- 
rette and tried to figure out why a white 
man should ever come to this forsaken 
land. 


Next morning early Naomi and I left the 
pesthouse that had sheltered us, and 
started out afoot to do Mossul. Naomi 
hunted up his Telkafi relatives, whom he 
had not seen for years, and of course the 
master then became the servant's guest, for 
afew hours at least. We ate preserved 
sweets, pistachio nuts, manna, nougat, and 
many such delicacies for which Mossul is 
noted; we drank sweetened rosewater and 
smoked countless cigarettes, and 1 gave 
away to these curious, prying, but polite 
people all the secrets of my family for three 
generations back. 

Naomi’s numerous sisters, unveiled and 
good to look at, came shyly out and sat 
cross-legged on the rug he placed for them 
at a proper distance from me. Being na- 
tive Christians, they could show their faces 
without being disgraced. They wore baggy 
blue trousers, long Mother Hubbard gowns 
of some dark color, yellow stockings and 
fancy slippers all covered with beads. Their 
hig brown eyes gazed steadily at me with 
that luster that is bought in western worlds 
at the price of belladonna, and their white 
teeth glistened in beautiful perfection—in a 
land where no dentrifice was ever seen. 


But the most ardent admirer of women 
could hardly have found their conversation 
exciting. The talk of the best class of men 
in eastern native circles is notoriously bar- 
ren of fresh ideas. Conversation with them 
seldom rises above the commonplace topics 
of food, money and bodily comforts. It is 
not surprising then that their women-folk, 
sequestered so closely, should fail utterly in 
what we look on as conventional “visiting.” 
After one has answered their long list of 
prying personal questions, concerning the 
number of one's relatives and their respec- 
tive ages, virtues and fortunes, and has 
stated over and over again just what one’s 
own income is, etc., they relapse into pro- 
found silence; no native of the East I have 
ever known shows that desire so common in 
some Americans to talk of themselves, their 
fortunes or troubles. When they do talk, as 
I said, it is all about food, money and often 
of baaksheesh. In the streets of Bagdad, if 


one stop and listen, he will hear from the 


noisy crowd about him the Arab words for 
the various coins in use; “Kroosk,” Kran,“ 
“Piaster,” Modjedieh, etc., seem on every- 
one's lips. 

The stalls in the bazaar looked about the 
same as those of Bagdad, except for the 
quantity of Russian wares offered for sale. 
English piece- goods were there in heaps, 
and a great variety of German cutlery, crock- 
eryware, glass, clocks, watches, etc., and 
much cheap jewelry. I saw no American 
goods sold at all except a stock of sewing 
machines of a well-known American make; 
but these were marked “Made in Great 
Britain!” 

From the main bazaar I wandered on 
through the town, followed by the usual 
crowd of curious Arabs and Kurds. Any for- 
eigner who chances to pass through one of 
these remote towns of East Arabia becomes 
at once a sort of free street parade.” Chil- 
dren flock about in swarms, begging 
baaksheesh, older men leave off work and 
join the procession, and by the time one has 
passed the length of a village street a small 
army is tagging at his heels. Any sensible 
traveler is perfectly safe, however, so long 
as he avoids going near the mosques. The 
Mossul people seemed less concerned about 
their mosques than any other townsfolk I 
had met: with Naomi I walked past several 
of them, photographed one of the minarets, 
and then continued on my walk toward the 
river, And here I beheld an odd spectacle. 

I had read that in early Assyrian days 
warriors used to cross the Tigris, even in 
heavy armor, by swimming on inflated goat- 
skins; but I had no idea that the practice 
still survived. So I was astonished on ar- 
riving at the river bank to see an old man 
walk calmly down to the water’s edge, blow 
up a goat skin which had hung over his 
shoulder, wade out into the river waist-deep 
and then lie down on the inflated skin and 
begin to paddle leisurely across. While I 
still watched him, two women came down, 
carrying skins already blown up, and fol- 


lowed the old man’s course across the 
Tigris; somehow they seemed to keep the 
bobbing skins easily balanced under their 
bodies, and thus supported swam siowly, 
without tiring. 5 

And all up and down the riverbanks were 
hundreds of round-limbed Kurdish women, 
washing clothes. There must have been 
half a thousand, all shouting, plunging and 
wringing a multitude of garments. With 
skirts tucked high above their knees and no 
sign of yashmak or veil, they were a noisy, 
easy-going set, dispelling the illusion that 
in the East all women are secluded or eter- 
nally draped from head to foot. 

Long strings of pack donkeys, driven by 
noisy, swearing Kurdish muleteers, came 
down to the river to drink, and fusillades of 
jocular abuse passed between these ruffians 
and the washwomen. Higher up the river 
bank, and all along the waterfront, ran a 
long row of coffeeshops, dance halis and 
other resorts. Till late at night these places 
are running full biast, the din of tomtoms, 
native fiddies and the harsh voices of the 
painted women who dance and sing, making 
amusement for the men of Mossul. They 
like excitement, these Kurds and Arabs, and 
crude and amateurish as their methods seem 
to us, they have never seen anything better 
and hence are pleased. It was to this same 
hellward locality that Jonah was sent to 
remonstrate with the wicked folk of Nine- 
veh. And if the good old Prophet should 
emerge from his grave, which stands just 
across from Mossul, and walk along the 
waterfront of this wild town some Saturday 
night, he would find a lot of unfinished busi- 
ness—left over from his previous efforts. 


In the country about Mossul are many old | 


monasteries, and in the city itself are 
churches of the Chaldean, Armenian and 
Jacobite sects. For many generations the 
Roman Catholics have pushed missionary 
work in and around Mossul. The Dominican 
fathers, with their schools and printing 
presses, have done much to enlighten the 
people. Arabic is still the common lan- 
guage, with a fair measure of Kurdish: but 
many of the younger men have come in 
contact with the Dominican fathers speak 
French. The Russians, Germans, French 
and British all have Consular agents at 
Mossul, all of whom are under the direction 
of the Consulates at Bagdad. A colony of 
some 5000 Jews live at Mossul, and practi- 
cally control the extensive caravan trade 
with Aleppo. 

Jonah has been raised to the rank of a 
saint; Mohammedans and Christians unite 
in honoring St. George and Jonah, whom 
they call “Yunus.” A leaning minaret, like 
“Pisa’s Leaning Miracle,“ stands near Mos- 
sul's main mosque; Nur-ed-Din is said to 
have built this minaret on the sité of the 
chapel of the Forty Martyrs. The city is 
also the home of many-of the Babi sect, and 
in the hills north of town is found the last 
remnant of the notorious Yezidis, or devil 
worshipers. A few years ago in a fanatical 
man hunt these mysterious people were 
chased through the whole of North Mesopo- 
tamia and shot down like wild beasts. A 
strange feature of their creed is that no one 
shall speak the name of the devil. The 
forces of evil are stronger than those of 
good, the Yezidis say, and so they worship 
evil forces. They have no book, and cry out 
against those religions whose tenets have 
been set down in print by the hand of man. 
So mysterious are their rites, and so closely 
have they guarded the secret of their real 
belief and practises, that little is known re- 
garding them. One or two travelers tell re- 
markable stories of the panic and hysterical 
fear into which these strange people are 
thrown at the mere mention of the word 
“Shaytan,” or devil. When the war of ex- 
termination was on against them a few 
years ago, one of the favorite methods of 
tormenting a Yezidi prisoner was to whis- 
per the forbidden word in his ear. 

Mossul is the Turkish capital of the vila- 
yet of the same name, and is the headquar- 
ters of an extensive garrison kept for use 
against surrounding Arab tribes. Mohammed 


Pasha, the Vali, had taken the field in per- ™?* 


son against some of the Shammar tribe at 
the time of my visit, and was campaigning 
southwest of Mossul. The horsemen who 
fired on our camp were doubtless a party of 
Shammar sent out to spy on the movements 
of Turkish troops. The barracks and other 
government buildings stand about a mile 
outside the walled city, toward the south. 
‘A unique bridge spans the Tigris at Mos-

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[Philadelphia Record:] The average 
buyer of poultry obtains just what he pays 
for as a rule, no more, no less. Yet when 
over-advertised stock is sold there is a kick 
by the purchasers, and in a measure they 
are to blame. It takes extra care and 
money to raise cockerels for breeding, and 
those of any merit cannot be sold at a 
profit for market prices. Few poultry 
raisers are in the business for love alone. 
There is too much haphazard-bred stock in 
the country now, and the average beginner 
seems to think that the cheap stock is as 
good as the more expensive until he has 
had the xperience of this stock on his own 
piace. A year has been lost, with the money 
in addition, in the maintaining of this stock, 
for it costs just as much per fow! to keep 
scrub stock as that of a higher grade. Pur- 
chase stock for which a fair price is asked, 
and the chances are largely in favor of some- 
thing that will prove profitable. 

{New York Sun:] I would not advise any 
woman to start poultry keeping unless she 
is willing to adopt simple modern methods 
of care and feeding. I would have her plan 
her poultry work in a way to insure the 
most profit from the least time spent. There 
is such a difference in the quality of home 
produced eggs and home raised poultry as 
eompared with what you ordinarily get at 
the store or market that few folks go back 
to the purchased product after once testing 
the real thing. Many a boy and girl has 
become interested in hens and chickens be- 
cause of the start with the good mother in 
the home. In fact the boy and girl are 
usually the helpers from the start, and they 
make good ones. Children like live stock, 
and no better can be had than the Leghorn 
egg machines or the general purpose kinds, 
as the Rhode Island Red, Wyandotte or 
Plymouth Rock. Often the rearing of the 
chickens becomes the work of the young- 
sters of the family. It all depends on the 
start and how the work is planned. 


without fattening and sustains a big loss. 
In ten days’ time you can place nearly a 
pound of flesh on chickens which will great- 
ly enhance the selling price as well as make 
you a profit on the feed used in the net gain. 
You have got to learn this lesson all the way 
through your farm work. Do not dump an 
unfinished product on the market but finish 
it and learn to go into the market and sell 
your stuff and quit swapping farm produce 
for goods. This is an antiquated method 
used only by the farm classes and dates 
back to the dawn of civilization. Money 
should be the medium of exchange of the 
farmer as well as the banker, merchant or 
any other business man. 3 

[Memphis Commercial Appeal:] Make 
hens profitable. To be profitable they must 
be producers. They must produce enough 
hen fruit to more than cover their cost. One 
may keep a dozen or more hens and bear 
loss, but if one keeps two, three or five hun- 
dred, what then? ‘The business principle is 
the same, whether you are keeping ten or 
10,000. If there is a leak, it should be 
stopped. The way to do this is to breed pro- 
ducers. Each season there is a large de- 
mand for young pullets from two to four 
months old, and later in the season for ma- 
tured pullets ready to lay, or laying, and a 
good business can result from raising this 
class of stock. The demand for this class of 
stock will be large this year, due to the short 
crop of poultry hatched, and especially is 
this true of the early hatches.

Motor Ambulances in Lendon. 


{Washington Post:] During recent years 
street accidents in London have grown to 
such an alarming extent that the county 
council is at its wits’ end to devise some 
means of protecting the pedestrian. The 
fatal accidents to two American travel 
ers in the West End last season resulted 
in the provision of special refuges at all 
dangerous crossings, but even this safe- 
guard has not reduced the ever-growing 
list. 

The council has now placed at different 
points in the metropolis a dozen motor 
ambulances, and a systematic appeal is be- 
ing made to secure the co-operation with 
the police of 4000 telephone subscribers in 
all parts of the town. 

The subscribers are pledged to permit 
any uniformed policeman to enter their 
houses and use the telephone for the pur- 4 
pose of calling an auto ambulance. On the 
gates or doors of these houses the council 
will place a metal square with the letter “A” 
in the center, indicating to the police where 
a telephone is at their disposal.

Regarding Calories.“ 
AN ATTEMPT TO EXPLAIN WHAT 
THE WORD MEANS.

The word “calories” is one with which 
physiologists love to conjure, and the aver- 
age person understands it about as clearly 
as he does the tricks of the stage conjurer. 
Nor may I be able to elucidate matters 
enough for you to see through the trick, but 
I shall make a try at it. It is not, however, 
so essential that you grasp the technicality 
of it as it is for you to make a practical ap- 
plication of it regarding diet. 

A “calorie” is a unit of heat—the amount 
of heat required to raise the temperature of 
one gram of water (one-eighth part of an 
ounce, apothecary’s weight; one-sixteenth of 
an ounce, avoirdupois weight,) one degree 
centigrade, or.1.8 degree Fahrenheit. 

As this means nothing to the average per- 

son, let us make it understandable in its ap- 
plication to food. In this regard the word 
“calorie” ig used because the nutritive value 
of a serving of food cannot be properly ex- 
pressed by bulk in pints or ounces, but by 
© amount of heat given off when burned 
the human body. 
The quantity of food necessary to main- 
tain these heat-units in the human body dif- 
fers, of course, with the amount of work re- 
quired and with the demands of the body for 
growth. The full heat-value of foods is 
never extracted from the albuminous sub- 
stances only; such foods as eggs, milk, 
meat, etc., that are used to replace the body 
substances lost by wear and tear—but must 
be drawn from the fuel-formers—the fats 
and carbohydrates (sugars and starches.) 

The harder you work the more of the 
work-foods are necessary. Yet it is cus- 
tomary for the average man to eat more on 
Sunday than any other day of the week. 
While he rests his body and mind from 
physical and mental labor he overworks his 
digestive organs. 

When an engine is in the roundhouse, it 
doesn’t need the fuel that it does when it 
is on the road; in fact, it needs none. In 
the human engine the fire does not go out, 
but less fuel is necessary. If the one who 
eats heartily of more or less heavy foods 
six days a week would eat nothing but fruit 
(in season) on the seventh day, he would 
live longer, live better and go to work Mon- 
day with a cleaner body and a clearer brain. 
Then think what a change it would be for 
the good housewife. 

Some heat is produced by nitrogenous 
food, but it would overtax the system to de- 
pend on it entirely to supply the needed 
quantity; hence, the necessity for the fats 
and carbohydrates (starches and sweets.) 

The heat that the body generates in a day 
—on an average—has been found to be (in 
the case of a sedentary worker) approxi- 
mately 2000 calories. To those who try out 
the 2000 calorie ration, there will be some 
who will declare it hopelessly inadequate, 
but men-of vigorous body and of a keen and 
energetic mind maintain health on fewer 
than 2000 calories, and they radiate energy 
and health, with the mind constantly on tap. 
Yet there are those doing laborious outdoor 


work who may be able to take care of 3600 


calories. 

Thorough mastication is the great secret 
of being able to thrive on a smal! diet; for 
by carefully chewing every morsel of food 
that enters the mouth, one will abstract 
from it all the nutritive material which it 
contains. Whereas, in hasty eating, a large 
proportion of the food is not digested and 


cannot, therefore, be utilized. 


These 2000 calories for the day should be 
properly proportioned; say, proteins, 300; 
fats, 350; carbohydrates (starches and 
sweets,) 1350, thus making the 2000. This 
amount expressed in ounces would be: 
Proteins, 258; fats, 1.33; carbohydrates, 
11.62; thus making a total of 15.33 ounces 
for the day. You can figure this for your- 
self to ascertain how many calories you are 
using. For example, one ounce of protein 
yields, approximately, 116.2 calories; one 
ounce of fats, 262.85 calories; one ounce of 
carbohydrates, 116.2 calories. 

The following table shows the approxi- 
mate number of calories in each ounce of 
food, as given: Cabbage (raw,) 8 calories; 
spinach (raw,) 10 calories; apples (raw,) 
14 calories; milk, 20 calories; codfish (raw,) 
20 calories: potatoes (boiled,) 25 calories; 
bananas, 28 calories; halibut (raw,) 35 calo- 
ries; mackerel (raw,) 40 calories; duck 
47 calories; beef (lean and 
cooked,) 60 calories; salmon (raw,) 60 calo- 
ries; veal (cooked,) 66 calories; bread, 70 


(cooked,) 80 calories; sardines (in oil,) 80 
calories; prunes (stewed,) 87 calories; pork 
(cooked,) 88 calories; peas (green and raw,) 
92 calories; peas (dried and raw,) 92 calo- 
ries; figs (dried,) 92 calories; beef fat and 
cooked,) 93 calories; rice, 98 calories; cur- 
rants (cooked,) 110 calories; cheese (Ameri- 
can,) 118 calories; cream (45 per cent,) 126 
calories; oatmeal, 130 calories; cheese 
(cream,) 170 calories; almonds, 174 calo- 
ries; flour, 180 calories; walnuts, 182 calo- 
ries; hazelnuts, 190 calories; butter, 222 
calories in one ounce. 


Dietetic Value of Apples. 


Now that the apple season is on, it is well 
to consider the benefits derived from a free 
use of this luscious fruit. Apples are good, 
wholesome food at any time—at morning, 
noon or night. I know this statement is 
contrary to the familiar saying that “fruit 
is golden in the morning, silvern at noon, 
leaden at night.” ' 

Fruit is golden at any time if ripe and not 
eaten in conjunction with any other food. I 
know of nothing better, just before retiring, 
than a good, juicy apple, unless it be, per- 
haps, two good juicy apples. They thor- 
oughly disinfect the mouth, excite the action 
of the liver, aid the kidney secretions, pre 
vent calculus, relieve indigestion, furnish 
more phosphoric acid (for the brain) in an 
easily-digested form than any other fruit, 
and in addition thereto, promote sound 
sleep. 

You should eat the paring, indigestible as 
it is, if you wish to get the mineral salts. 
Masticate it thoroughly, and the digestive 
juices of the stomach will do the rest. 


Be Your Own Judge. 


When anything recommended by me does 
not agree with you, does not fit your par- 
ticular case as a remedial agent or as a hy- 
gienic measure, reject it, no matter by what 
authority given. We can only generalize, 
not individualize. I have reference, espe- 
cially, to what I have said regarding paraffin 
oil. Out of the hundreds to whom it has 
been a veritable godsend there may be, now 
and then, one with whom it does not seem 
to agree. 

Do not be misled by the “answer” to a 
“query” on this subject as appeared in a 
recent number of the Health Culture Maga- 
zine. It would be well to remember that 
this prescription was not given by a layman, 
but by a physician and surgeon of inter- 
national reputation; and this, after it had 
proved efficacious in thousands of cases, be- 
sides a two years’ trial by himself. 

But I want to warn readers against any 
imposition or possible ignorance on the 
part of the drug clerk in selling an inferior 
article not fit for internal use. It should be 
as clear as water (clean water,) colorless 
(not yellow,) and tasteless.

Tablets, inscribed, in gold, silver, copper and 
lead were also found in the palace of the 
King of Nineveh.” The Frenchmen un- 
earthed the library, the bake shop and even 
the bathroom of the old King. But many of 
these first antiquities were lost in the river 
Tigris when a raft on which they were 
being conveyed down to sea was accidentally 
sunk. 

But it’s all gone now. Ninevah is not even 
a memory with the wild, ignorant tribes 
who roam the desert of old Assyria. At one 
edge of its ruins stands the little village of 
“Nebi Yunus,” and the reputed tomb of 
Jonah. The identity of Jonah seems alone 
preserved—and he was one of the least in 
his day. 

If the Assyrians had written and printed 
only on paper, as we do, their history would 
never have been learned; their story was 
saved for us, thousands of years after them, 
because they wrote on clay and stone. It 
would be difficult to read the story of the 
United States 5000 years from now, were we 
suddenly to desert the country and leave 
our cities to be buried and forgotten.

Eye Tests in the German Army. 

[St. Joseph News-Press:] Some interest- 
ing experiments have been made in the Ger- 
man army with the object of discovering at 
what distance the recognition of one soldier 
by another is reliable. For soldiers with 
good eyes it was found that a person seen 
once before could be recognized at a dis- 
tance of eighty feet, while an acquaintance 
could be recognized at a distance of 300 feet 
and an intimate friend or relative at a dis- 
tance of 500 feet. The various parts of a 
man’s body can be distinguished and any 
decided movements can be detected by an 
expert rifleman at a distance of 300 feet. At 
1800 feet a man appears as a spot on the 
landscape and cannot usually be seen if he 
keeps still or if his dress does not contrast 
with the background. Sailors, hunters, and 
farmers can see twice these distances, on 
account of their constant training in making 
out the distant objects.

Piant Lilies in Fall. 
[New York Sun:] All lilies do best when 


spring resulted in poor plants and flowers, 
and more than half of the bulbs rotted in 
the ground. 

To make the best possible lily bed remove 


now, geraniums, fuchsias, begonias, petu- 
niag, heliotropes, pinks, anthirrhinums, ar- 
butilons, verbenas, etc., one or two speci- 
mens of each variety. Cut the plants back 
about one-half. After this has heen done 
take a trowel and make a cut in the earth 
about the plant in a half circle about as 
large as the circle of the pot in which it is 
to be planted. In a week cut the other side 
of the circle. This operation reduces the de- 
mand made upon the root system by the 
plant and leaves one-half of the original root 
system to support the plant until it has re- 
covered from the shock of the first root 
pruning, when the balance of the root can 
safely be cut off. The plant can then be 
potted. 


IN THE LAUNDRY. 
To Wash Flannels. 


[Philadelphia Telegraph:} Cut up half 
a pound of good soap, put it into a quart of 
water, and boil for five minutes. Have 
ready a bath of tepid water. Pour in the 
soap solution, and beat up to a lather. Put 
in the flannels, and wash them thoroughly. 
Do not rub any soap on them, but rub them 
well in the lather. Rinse in warm water, 
and wring, and dry quickly in a strong cur- 
rent of air. Press with a cool iron. 


Use of Soda. 


Soda should be thoroughly dissolved in 
the washing water before the clothes are 
put in. Never allow it to lie about on the 
clothes, as this sometimes causes iron 
mould. Soda should never be added to 
water in which woolen things are being 
washed, as it causes them to shrink. 

Jap Silk Blouses. 


Washing Jap silk blouses, a teaspoonful of 
methylated spirit, added to two pints of 
water, gives just the sufficient stiffness re- 
quired and saves starching or ironing, when 
too wet. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
To Prevent Sticking. 


[Dallas News:] Coffee Pot.—Tin is an 
undesirable material for a coffee pot. Tan- 
nic acid acts on such metal and is apt to 
form a poisonous compound. 

Vegetables.—Two small pointed knives 
and a small scrubbing brush, for the pur- 
pose of preparing vegetables, should be 
found in every kitchen. 

Meat should be removed from the paper 
as soon as it comes from the market, other- 
wise the paper will absorb some of the 
juices. 


If one’s finger is swollen so tightly that a 
ring will not come off, the best way to re- 
move it is to dip the finger in ice-cold soap- 
suds. 


In summer food must be carefully watched 
or it will spoil. If the milk bottle stands on 
the doorstep a minute too long the milk may 
turn sour. 

Vegetables.—aA little vinegar added to the 
water in which vegetables are washed will 
prove effectual in removing dirt and insects. 
Salt will do the same thing. 

To prevent white clothing or materials 
from becoming yellow wrap each piece care- 
fully in blue paper or old muslin well cov- 
ered with household laundry blue.
